Marked increase in the rapidity of 
Are aud a reasonably satisfactory in­ 
crease In accuracy. 
Progress in the ability and confidence 
•f tile personnel to prepare for. mnln 
fain ami control the fire of the differ­ 
ent batteries tinder varying conditions 
The following extracts from the re 
porta abow the efforts which have l*een 
and are being made to improve the 
battle efficiency of the t1«>et: 
"More seems to have been aeeom 
plished during the last gunnery year 
than ever before with less effort, w’liich 
stands to prove that present methods. 
while not complete or perfect, are fun 
da men tally sound. 
‘‘The fleet timing the last year has 
passed through the usual experience 
am! conditions of a gunnery year, al­ 
though on the whole it must l>e said 
that conditions affecting gunnery train­ 
ing have materially Improved. 
"It is impossible to allow’ uninter­ 
rupted periods of training for target 
practice at a time whcu vessels may 
l>o ready for att instant's call to go into 
action, and if a vessel is kept in train­ 
ing. with a full realization of such con. 
ditlons, aho will I* ready to go into 
target practice at any time without 
fear of poor performance. 
Excellent 
training can l>e had when passing 
lights, buoys or vessels at sea. 


Destroyers Dangerous Factors. 
"Tho training that torpedo officers 
have derived from the work on the 
Montana is being strongly felt in tbp 
flotilla, and tho time lins now arrived 
when destroyers have become danger- 
olla factors to tho enemy fleet in day 
as well as night engagements. 
"In tho opinion of the umpires the 
practice was conducted in a highly 
creditable 
manner,

small ii mn lier of officers available aud 
tho duty performed by the ship as a 
repair and base ship, which necessarily 
limits the time used for gunnery train 
Ing.
